22 Residents File Nomination 
Papers For Fall Municipal Election 


Preliminary Elections Seen For School Committee, Ward 2 Councillor; 
Current County Treasurer Bellotti Files For Councillor At-Large Seat

At least 17 candidates 
have qualified for the ballot 
in the fall municipal election 
after collecting the required 
number of signatures ahead 
the Tuesday evening dead- 
line to do so, setting up a 
preliminary race for School 
Committee in September. 


Five other residents returned 
nomination papers ahead of 
the cut off and were await- 
ing certification, including a 
well-known candidate mak- 
ing a last minute entry into 
the race for city councillor 
at-large. 

Would-be candidates had 
until 5 p.m. on Tuesday to 


return nomination papers 
signed by at least 50 regis- 
tered voters. Those seeking 
to run for one of the six ward 
seats on the City Council 
must collect all those signa- 
tures from voters within that 
ward.

candidates for 
Committee had 


their signatures certified as 
of Tuesday evening, which 
means a preliminary elec- 
tion will take place Sept. 14 
to whittle the field of candi- 
dates down to six, barring 
any withdrawals.

Major Increase In Residential, 


Commercial Sales In Norfolk County 
Mortgage Lending Also Up During First Half Of 2021 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell reports that first 
half (January-June 2021) 
real estate stats showed a 
major increase in residential 
and commercial sales, while 
mortgage lending numbers 


experienced an uptick as 
well. 

“The recently concluded 
first half of the calendar 
year, the average Norfolk 
County real estate sales 
price, both residential and 


commercial, increased 17% 
to $968,018.79,” O’ Donnell 
said. “Total real estate vol- 
ume, again both residential 
and commercial, was $5.5 
billion, a 53% increase year 
over year.”

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Lawmakers 
Extend Early, 
Mail-In Voting 


Through Dec. 15 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Lawmakers on Beacon 
Hill have approved extend- 
ing voting rules first put 
in place last year amid the 
pandemic through Dec. 15, 
meaning Quincy voters will 
be able to vote early or by 
mail in the upcoming mu- 
nicipal election. 

During a recent inter- 
view, Sen. John Keenan 
(D-Quincy) told The Sun 
his chamber would begin to 
take a more comprehensive 
look at voting reform legis- 
lation during the fall. 

“This is extending what 
has been in place for the last 
year or so with the idea that 
it will be extended so it is in 
place for the elections this 
upcoming fall,” he said of 
election legislation that was 
included in a supplemental 
budget bill. 

“Through the fall, the 
Senate in particular will 
have a pretty robust discus- 
sion with public input as to 
what a final elections bill 
will look like.” 

The supplemental budget 
bill was approved unani- 
mously by the Senate and on 
a voice vote in the House, 


meaning the legislature 
would have enough votes 
to override a veto by Gov. 
Charlie Baker. 

“It passed today in the 
Senate unanimously. It 
passed without even a roll 
call in the House,” Keenan 
said. 

“I think there is strong 
support in both the House 
and Senate for making vot- 
ing options available to 
people and I think that will 
show itself in a final bill. 
What that final bill looks 
like, I’m not sure, but there 
is a general consensus that 
we will have an election 
reform bill probably in the 
fall.” 

Keenan said he support- 
ed the provisions included 
in the supplemental budget 
bill because mail-in and ear- 
ly voting worked well in his 
district last year. 

“I voted in favor of it. It 
was included in the supple- 
mental budget bill. When I 
voted on the initial bill in 
the Senate, I knew it was 
in there and I supported the 
provisions. It came out of 
the conference committee

¢ On Aug. 9, 1854, Henry David Thoreau’s classic 
“Walden; or, A’ Life in the Woods” is published. The book 
is Walden’s account of his experimental time of simple liv- 
ing in a cabin at Walden Pond in Concord, Massachusetts, 
starting in 1845. The book sold just 300 copies a year when 
it was published.

over the line,” he added. 

Cain first proposed the 
idea of creating a municipal 
broadband network in 2018, 
when he introduced a reso- 
lution asking city officials 
to study the concept. One 
year later, Cain and Mayor 
Thomas Koch, announced 
that the city would be work- 
ing with EntryPoint Net- 
works to study the concept. 

During the recent inter- 
view, Cain said the city re- 
leased a request for propos- 
als to find a firm to design 
the new fiber optic system. 
The city received five sub- 
missions back, Cain said, 
and city officials were re- 
viewing those bids. 

The city, Cain added, 
must also establish a munic- 
ipal light plant as part of the 
project, which he described 
as the “legal process that 
will hold the operations of 
the group that manages the 
infrastructure.” 

Comcast is currently the 
only provider of broadband 
internet in Quincy. Verizon 
offers DSL service, which is 
an older technology, but not 
its high-speed Fios network. 

The town of Braintree of- 
fers its own internet service 
through BELD. Under the 
model the city of Quincy is 
following, the city would 
not act as an internet ser- 
vice provider, or ISP, once 
the new fiber-optic network 
is installed. Rather, the city 
will open up the infrastruc- 
ture to other ISPs, allowing 
participating residents and 
businesses the chance to 
pick and choose who they 
get internet service from. 

“The city of Quincy will 


not offer internet. It will 
open that infrastructure line 
to internet service provid- 
ers so it can create compe- 
tition and it will drive the 
service quality up and drive 
the price down. Ideally you 
could use the infrastructure 
Comcast has here, but they 
own it, so they are not going 
to allow competition to play 
on it,” Cain said. 

“Fiber is dynamic, broad- 
band is dynamic, so you can 
have many parties actually 
playing on that same line. 
You could have eight to ten 
— you could have many dif- 
ferent competitors on there. 

“This sort of open access 
layer we’re trying to put on 
top of the network allows 
for you as a consumer to 
choose which internet ser- 
vice provider you’d like to 
use and you pay for it like 
a utility.” 

The plan Quincy is pur- 
suing is based on a model 
first used in Ammon, Idaho, 
which EntryPoint Networks 
helped develop. Ammon’s 
fiber-optic network was 
hailed by Fast Company, a 
business magazine, as the 
best fiber-optic network in 
the nation in 2019. 

“We’re not inventing 
this. The model that we 
templated...is out of Am- 
mon, Idaho,” Cain said. “It 
is a cool system. They were 
one of the first to adopt this 
dynamic open access, mu- 
nicipally owned internet 
line that allowed for compe- 
tition. 

“There are many Cities 
and towns across the coun- 
try that are exploring a simi- 
lar model, including Milton. 
Weymouth jumped on after 


we started looking at it.” 

Cain said he participated 
in a call with other mu- 
nicipal officials around the 
country who are looking at 
developing broadband net- 
works. 

“I had the opportunity 
to.participate in a call with 
a number of cities and 
towns with a group within 
the White House who were 
looking at how to apply 
federal funds for broadband 
development in cities and 
towns,” he said. 

“Quincy is kind of in a 
luxurious position where we 
can afford to develop a sys- 
tem like this whether or not 
for the [American Rescue 
Plan Act] funds, but cities 
and towns and counties like 
Los Angeles County, places 
in Michigan, places in rural 
Wisconsin that either can’t 
afford it themselves, have 
people that are dramatically 
at loss because they don’t 
have connectivity — they are 
not connected to the internet, 
don’t have access to it, they 
don’t have the infrastructure 
even built to access it — they 
need that money so they can 
get their people connected 
so they can participate in the 
digital economy. 

“T just learned there are 
so many folks out there 
across the country, in cit- 
ies and in rural areas...that 
need to use those federal 
funds in order to get this 
done. There was a particular 
policy that was issued by the 
Treasury that wasn’t allow- 
ing for monies to be used for 
broadband development so 
we were advocating for that 
to be changed so we could 
have that option.” 


As part of the plan to de- 
velop a fiber-optic network 
in Quincy, EntryPoint Net- 
works and the city surveyed 
residents last year to gauge 
their interest. 

Jeff Christiansen of En- 
tryPoint Networks _ told 
city councillors in Decem- 
ber that 10,000 residents 
responded to the survey, 
80 percent of whom said 
they were interested in par- 
ticipating in the municipal 
broadband program. 

That same — survey 
showed residents currently 
pay $90 a month for internet 
service on average, Chris- 
tensen said. If Quincy were 
to create a municipal broad- 
band network, he said the 
cost for basic internet ser- 
vice could be in the range of 
$48 to $55. 

It would cost about $75 
million to create the munici- 
pal broadband network in 
the city, Christiansen said at 
the time, but that number is 
subject to variables like how 
many people participate and 
how much of the fiber-optic 
network is buried under- 
ground compared to how 
much of it is placed on util- 


ity poles. 


Those who switch to the 
network would be respon- 
sible for paying the upfront 
cost for the installation of 
the new equipment. Once 
that initial cost is paid off in 
20 years, Christensen said 
subscribers’ internet bills 
would drop to about $30 a 
month - $20 of which would 
go to the maintenance of the 
infrastructure and $10 of 
which would go to the in- 
ternet service provider the 
customer had chosen.

A Request For More Green Space In Quincy 


Quincy has a lot of green 
spaces, but the question re- 
mains does it have enough 
green space? 

Quincy maintains 52 mu- 
nicipal parks and a lot of 
open space areas. 

Eleven of the city’s parks 
are passive meaning they do 
not have recreational facili- 
ties. 

According to the US. 
National Forest Service, 
“greenspace is important 
because it has been proven 
to be a health benefit. Ac- 
cording to the forest service, 
exposure to forests strength- 
ens our immune system, 
reduces blood pressure, in- 
creases energy, boosts our 
mood and helps us regain 
and maintain our focus in 
ways that treeless environ- 
ments just don’t.” 

More specifically, from 
the U.S. National Forest 
Service, “Phytoncides im- 
prove ‘the human immune 
system by increasing natu- 
ral killer cell activity. These 
cells respond rapidly to vi- 
rus-infected cells and tumor 
formation. Studies show 
that increased natural cell 
activity can last for more 
than 30 days after a trip to a 
forest, suggesting that a trip 
once a month would enable 
individuals to maintain a 
higher level of natural killer 
cell activity. Other benefits 
from phytoncides include an 
increase in anti-cancer pro- 
teins; a reduction in blood 
pressure, heart rate and 
stress hormones; reduced 
test scores for anxiety, de- 
pression, anger, fatigue, and 
confusion; and increased 
scores for vigor” 

Quincy should divert 


more funds to park/forestry 
to make the city have more 
green spaces. The health 
benefits to such spaces are 
undeniable. 

The Quincy Park Depart- 
ment does an exceptional 
job at maintaining the parks 
for everyone to use. In ad- 
dition to making sure the 
parks are kept up, there 
is a forestry warden who 
maintains the forestry in the 
green spaces. The warden’s 
name is Chris Hayward. He 
has a varied background and 
is a Massachusetts certified 
arborist. Quincy’s trees are 
in good hands with Chris 
and his team. 

Greenspace should de- 
fine a city and Quincy does 
a good job with the space it 
has. What would be nice is a 
big park, proportional to the 
size of The Boston Common 
that people can walk and 
play and enjoy the scenery. 
It would also be beneficial 
to have an arboretum. The 
Arnold Arboretum is a beau- 


tiful landscape dotted with 
trees of all different types. 
Quincy could definitely 
benefit from having an arbo- 
retum where residents could 
walk around and enjoy the 
various trees along the path. 

According to yelp.com, 
top parks in Quincy in- 
cluded Merrymount Park, 
Quincy Quarries and Adams 
National Historical Park. 

An example of Quincy 
adding greenspace was pre- 
sented in an article written 
by Scott Jackson where he 
cited that 1461 and 1463 
Hancock Street will be de- 
stroyed to make room for 
some green space. These are 
the kind of projects the city 
needs more of. 

Another example, pro- 


vided in a Scott Jackson ar- 
ticle, would be the effort to 
connect Pine Island to the 
rest of Merrymount Park. 
This would provide easy 
access. tO more enjoyable 
green space. 

Then there is the fun 
that more greenspace could 
bring. People would have 
more space to play sports 
like frisbee and soccer 
amongst others. 

The citizens of Quincy 
would greatly benefit from 
adding more _ accessible 
greenspace to its already 
varied park program wheth- 
er it be for health or recre- 
ation.

Movie Review: ‘Space Jam: A New Legacy’

Watching “Space Jam: 
A New Legacy,” a ques- 
tion kept nagging me: Was 
“Space Jam” from 1996 
this annoying? Both movies 
starred a professional bas- 
ketball player who couldn’t 
act, both movies found a 
convoluted way to pair them 
up with the classic Looney 


Tunes characters in order to 
win a basketball game, and 
both movies tried way too 
hard to make Bugs Bunny 
and company appeal to a 
new generation. The differ- 
ence is that I loved “Space 
Jam” when I was ten, but I 
found “A New Legacy” to 
be downright painful at 35. 
You could certainly point to 
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my tastes maturing, but I still 
love plenty of kids’ movies, 
especially from Disney and 
Pixar. I highly suspect that 
“A New Legacy” is simply 
much worse. 

The setup is that LeBron 
James (playing himself) is 
having a tough time con- 
necting with his son Dom 
(Cedric Joe, who is not LeB- 


ron’s real son, nor are any of 
the actors cast as his family), 
who wants to design video 
games for a living instead of 
playing basketball. LeBron 
thinks the two can bond by 
visiting the Warner Broth- 
ers studio, where the execu- 
tives want LeBron to agree 
to lending his likeness to a 
program that can “insert” 


him into any property they 
want. LeBron thinks the 
program is stupid, which its 
algorithm, personified by Al 
G. Rhythm (Don Cheadle) 
takes personally. Al abducts 
both LeBron and Dom and 
tells LeBron that the only 
way to get them out of the 
program is to beat him in a 


game of basketball. 


LeBron can fill up his 
roster with any number of 
Warner Brothers characters, 
and he’s excited at the pros- 
pect of a team filled with 
Superman, King Kong, and 
other common-sense selec- 
tions. But the first character 
he runs into is Bugs Bunny, 
who stealthily stacks the 
Cont'd On Page.7 .

team entirely with his fel- 
low Looney Tunes like 
Daffy Duck, Porky Pig, and 
even the somewhat-obscure 
Gossamer.

“The Matrix,” and many 
more. Even “Austin Pow- 
ers” gets in on the action, 
and the 1997 original is my 
favorite movie of all time.

Parents hat- 
ed they threw that reference 
into a kids’ movie, which of 
course made me love it even 
more. During the climactic 
game, many classic Warner

Blueberries are a summer 
favorite, great for snacking, 
baking, topping your oat- 
meal and so much more. 
This nutritious fruit also 
adds a bit of brain power 
to your diet and beauty to 
your landscape with spring 
blooms, fall color, and of 
course tasty and colorful 
fruit. 

Blueberries are one of 
the most nutritional foods 
loaded with antioxidants 
that fight cancer, disease, 
and the effects of aging 
while helping preserve your 
eyesight. Boost the ben- 
efits by growing your own 
blueberries. The act of gar- 
dening helps strengthen our 
muscles, increase flexibility, 
fights stress and boosts our 
mood. 

Do a bit of research to 
find the best blueberry for 
your garden and dining 
pleasure. Planning ahead 
prepares you for placing 
your order when you are 
ready to plant. Anxious gar- 
deners can put their research 
to work immediately. Blue- 
berry plants are still avail- 
able from some nurseries 
for those who are ready to 
plant now. 

Select the blueberry 
plants suited to your grow- 
ing conditions. Northern 
highbush blueberries are 
productive and suited to 
moderate climates with at 
least two months of tem- 
peratures below 40- degrees 
Fahrenheit. Southern high- 
bush blueberries only need 
200-300 hours of 32-45 de- 
grees Fahrenheit in winter to 
produce fruit. This makes 
them a good choice for 
those gardening in milder 
climates. Lowbush blueber- 
ries are low-growing variet- 
ies native to Northeastern 
United States. Half-high 
blueberries are a cross be- 
tween low and high bush 
blueberries, tolerating -35 
to -45 degrees Fahrenheit, 
making them a good option 
for colder climates. Rabbit- 
eye blueberries are large 
shrubs and suited to areas 
with long, hot summers and 
mild winters. 

Newer compact varieties 
allow small space garden- 


ers, apartment dwellers and 
those with less-than-ideal 
soil the opportunity to grow 
their own blueberries. These 
smaller plants are suitable 
for containers as well as the 
garden. In addition to their 
compact size and tasty fruit, 
several have attractive foli- 
age, adding to their orna- 
mental appeal. The Leaves 
of Pink Icing variety is a 
mix of pink, blue and deep 
green. Boxwood enthusiasts 
will enjoy the foliage and 
dark blue fruit of Blueberry 
Buckle. And for those who 
cannot get enough fruit, 
check out Perpetua that pro- 
duces two crops a year. 

Find a sunny, well- 
drained location where your 
plants will thrive, produce 
a bountiful harvest and you 
can enjoy their beauty. Al- 
though most blueberries are 
self-fertile (you only need 
one plant to produce fruit), 
you'll get better results 
when growing several in 
your landscape or contain- 
ers. Consider including sev- 
eral varieties with different 
ripening dates to extend the 
harvest season. 

Blueberries are particu- 
lar about their growing con- 
ditions. They prefer moist, 
well-drained and _ acidic 
soils. Properly prepare the 
soil by adding organic mat- 
ter like compost, aged ma- 
nure, or peat to the planting 
bed. Or grow your blueber- 
ries in a container filled with 
quality potting mix. Water 
in-ground and container 
plantings often enough to 
keep the soil moist. Mulch 
the soil with shredded 
leaves, evergreen needles, 
or shredded bark to keep the 
roots cool and moist and add 
organic matter to the soil as 
the mulch breaks down. 

And don’t forget to pro- 
tect your harvest from hun- 
gry birds. Cover plantings 
with netting or try scare 
tactics to keep the birds and 
other wildlife from devour- 
ing your harvest. 

Once you harvest your 
first ripe blueberry, you will 
discover there is nothing 
better than the flavor and 
satisfaction of consuming 
something you grew your- 
self.

Better Business Burea Offers 
Nine Steps To Help College 
Students Fight ID Theft On Campus 


As college students pre- 
pare to head back to cam- 
pus in the next few weeks, 
fighting fraud may not be at 
the top of their list of priori- 
ties. However, college stu- 
dents are very susceptible to 
identity theft; by establish- 
ing good habits for moni- 
toring and detecting fraud, 
students can lay a path for 
healthy financial practices 
for the rest of their lives. 

The Better Business 
Bureau recommends that 
college-bound students take 
the following 9 steps to fight 
identity theft on campus: 

* Send sensitive mail to 
your permanent home or 
a post office box. School 
mailboxes are not always 
secure and often can be ac- 
cessed easily in a dorm or 
apartment. 

¢ Important documents 
should be stored away 
safely. This includes your 
U.S. Social Security card, 
passport, and bank and cred- 
it card statements. Shred 
credit card offers and any 
paper documents that have 


sensitive financial informa- 
tion rather than just tossing 
them out. 

¢ Never lend your credit 
or debit card to anyone. 
Just say no if your friend 
wants to borrow your card 
or asks you to co-sign for a 
loan or financing for items 
like a TV. When using an 
ATM or credit card machine, 
don’t let anyone ‘shoulder 
surf’ your personal identifi- 
cation number (PIN). 

¢ Guard your pass- 
words and don’t give them 
out to anyone. Use strong 
passwords and don’t use the 
same password for all sites. 

¢ Watch for phishing. 
Be vigilant and be careful of 
clicking on links in emails 
and texts; verify the content 
with the website. More on 
phishing scams. 

¢ Make sure your com- 
puter has up-to-date an- 
tivirus and spyware soft- 
ware. Always install any 
updates and patches to your 
computer’s operating sys- 
tem or browser software, 
which help keep your com- 


puter safe from any new 
advances by identity thieves 
online. 

¢ Always check your 
credit or debit card state- 
ments closely for any sus- 
picious activity. The sooner 
you identify any potential 
fraud, the less you’ ll suffer 
in the long run. 

¢ Be careful when shop- 
ping online. Check out 
businesses on BBB.org. 
Look for the BBB Accred- 
ited Business seal; click on 
the seals to confirm that they 
are legitimate. See BBB’s 
tips for smart shopping on- 
line. 

¢ Check your credit re- 
port at least once a year. 
You are entitled to one free 
report a year from each of 
the three reporting bureaus: 
TransUnion, Experian and 
Equifax. Look for any sus- 
picious activity or inaccura- 
cies. You can do this for free 
by visiting www.annualcre- 
ditreport.com.

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Ask Rusty: Should I 
Claim Family Benefits?

Dear Rusty: I was born in 1956 and my wife in 1961. 
I’ve got 45 years of SSA earnings, and I will have income in 
2021. We have 4 minor children, the youngest born in 2012. 
When is the best time for us to apply for benefits? Are we 
eligible for family benefits? My statement infers that we are. 
Signed: Older Dad 

Dear Older Dad: Born in 1956, your full retirement 
age (FRA) for Social Security purposes is 66 years and 4 
months. If you claim your SS benefit at any time before 
your FRA, it will be permanently reduced. If, for example, 
you claimed your SS benefits now, the amount would be 
permanently cut by about 14%. Your wife’s FRA is 67 and, 
similarly, she will receive a reduced SS retirement or SS 
spousal benefit if taken any time before her FRA. 

Your wife isn’t normally eligible for benefits until she is 
62 years old, but if she is providing full time childcare to 
your minor children, she is eligible for spouse benefits soon- 
er. Child-in-care spouse benefits are available at any age for 
your wife if she is providing care for at least one of your 
minor children under the age of 16. You must be collecting 
your own SS benefit for your wife to be eligible for this. 

Once you start collecting your Social Security, your mi- 
nor children will become eligible for benefits also. Minor 
child benefits are available to any child under the age of 18, 
or 19 if still in high school. All your children who qualify 
under that definition would be eligible for benefits based 
upon your Social Security earnings record. But, because 
of Social Security’s Family Maximum, the amount each 
child receives would be less than half of your FRA benefit 
amount. 

The Family Maximum amount is different for every- 
one because it is computed using each person’s- Primary 
Insurance Amount, or “PIA,” which is the amount you are 
entitled to at your FRA. The Family Maximum normally 
computes to somewhere between 150% and 180% of the 
primary beneficiary’s PIA, and that amount is shared by all 
those collecting. So, in your family’s case, your PLA amount 
is first deducted from your Family Maximum amount and 
the remaining 50% to 80% is equally apportioned among 
all those collecting benefits on your record (including your 
wife if she receives child-in-care benefits). If all 4 of your 
children are minors, and your wife is collecting child-in- 
care benefits, those 5 individuals would each receive an 
equal portion of the remaining family maximum amount 
after your PIA is deducted. 

It’s probable that your family would get the entire family 
maximum amount, for as long as your wife and minor chil- 
dren are eligible for benefits. But remember that claiming 
your own benefit before your full retirement age results in a 
permanent reduction to the benefit you will receive for the 
rest of your life. So, you should evaluate which option is fi- 
nancially better considering your life expectancy — claiming 
now and getting the full Family Maximum amount in these 
earlier years or waiting longer (even up to age 70) to receive 
a higher personal benefit for the rest of your life. You should 
also consider that if you die first, your wife’s survivor ben- 
efit will be based upon the amount you are receiving at your 
death, so the age at which you claim also affects your wife’s 
benefit as your widow. 

Finally, if you claim before you have reached your full 
retirement age, Social Security’s earnings limit will apply 
until you reach your FRA. If you work and exceed the limit 
($18,960 for 2021), Social Security may withhold your ben- 
efits for several months, and your dependents won’t receive 
their benefits while yours are withheld. Note too that your 
earnings limit will go up by about 2.5 times during the year 
you attain FRA. a

FHA Forbearance Relief Available For Delinquent Mortgages Due To Pandemic 


The Boston regional of- 
fice of the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) is en- 
couraging “FHA borrowers” 
who are delinquent on their 
mortgages to contact their 
lenders to request a special 


forbearance program that is 
currently being offered due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic. 

“FHA” stands for the 
Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, which is overseen by 
HUD. According to HUD, 
there are over 300,000 FHA 


borrowers. across the coun- 
try who are at least 60 days 
delinquent on their mort- 
gage, but have not sought 
help to avoid future foreclo- 
sure. 

“All FHA borrowers 
who are delinquent should 
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have received a letter from 
HUD in mid-June, but this 
additional outreach is being 
done to let borrowers know 
that help is really out there, 
and that the federal govern- 
ment is trying to prevent 
borrowers from losing their 
homes,” said Sean Glen- 
non, Community Develop- 
ment Director for the City 
of Quincy. 

If a borrower is not sure 
if they have an FHA loan, 
they can either look at the 
top of their “HUD-1” settle- 
ment form which would 
have been provided to them 
at closing, or contact their 
lender to verify. 

For those that do have an 
FHA loan, they must contact 
their lender (or mortgage 
servicer) as soon as possible 
to request the COVID-19 
forbearance, which would 
provide a temporary pause 


or reduction in mortgage 
payments. The program is 
set to expire on Sept. 30, 
which means borrowers 
have’ until that time to re- 
quest forbearance. 
Mortgage relief is also 
available to some extent 
for those with other gov- 
ernment-backed mortgages 
(Veterans Administration, 
Fannie Mae, or Freddie 
Mac), and the same process 
applies. Borrowers should 
call their servicer at the 
number on their statement 
and ask for forbearance. 
Glennon says it is much 
better for a homeowner to 
request a forbearance than 
to ignore delinquency let- 
ters. “With the forbearance, 
you're getting permission 
from your lender to sus- 
pend or reduce payments, 
which prevents, or at least 
postpones, foreclosure. The 


same cannot be said for ig- 
noring letters from a ser- 
vicer.” 

If borrowers are unable 
to contact their mortgage 
servicer, they may consider 
contacting a “HUD-ap- 
proved” housing counselor. 
This designation means the 
counselor is trained to as- 
sess a household’s financial 
situation and explain options 
available to them. Locally, 
HUD-approved housing 
counseling agencies include 
Quincy Community Ac- 
tion Programs (QCAP) and 
NeighborWorks Housing 
Solutions (NHS). QCAP 
can be reached by contact- 
ing Keely Elta, Homeown- 
ership Coordinator at 617- 
657-5315 or Kelta@qcap.

and youth sports would be 
prohibited, along with bet- 
ting on the performance of 
individual college athletes 
and on injuries, penalties 
and discipline. 

During a recent interview 
held prior to the House vote, 
Sen. John Keenan (D-Quin- 
cy) said he believed both 
chambers would be able to 
pass legislation to authorize 
sports betting. 

“I think the chances are 
pretty good. What format 
it will take and when it is 
done, I can’t say,” he said. 

“At this stage, the Sen- 
ate has not set any sort of 
a date to take up the bill. 
So, the House will pass it, 
I presume. It will come to 
the Senate. I don’t think the 
Senate will rush right into 
it, but you just don’t know. 
You just don’t know, but I 
think the chances are better 
than they have been in the 
past.” 

Keenan said he would 
support legislation to legal- 
ize betting on professional 
and college sports, provided 
it is properly regulated. 

“If we have sports bet- 
ting that is going to go to 
other surrounding states or 
go offshore and we know 
it is going to occur then we 
should allow it, regulate it 
and get the revenue from it,” 
he said. 

House Speaker Ronald 
Mariano (D-Quincy) in 
March told the Greater Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce 
that legalizing sports bet- 
ting in Massachusetts could 
provide more than $50 mil- 
lion in annual revenue to the 
state. 

“IT continue to support 
sports betting legislation 
that creates in-person and 
mobile gaming licenses that 
will bolster existing casi- 
nos and racing facilities,” 
Mariano said at the time. 
“Our legislation will also 
correct the unacceptable 
result of the current legal 
landscape, which forbids a 
home-grown business like 
DraftKings from offering its 
product within its own bor- 
ders. DraftKings was creat- 
ed here, they’ve stayed here, 
and they’ve grown here. It’s 
time Massachusetts allows 
them a future here.” 

The initial revenue from 
sports betting would go to 
the state’s gaming commis- 
sion, Keenan said, and the 
legislature will determine 
where the rest goes. 

“The initial revenue 
from allowing sports gam- 
bling would go to the gam- 
ing commission which will 


& 


Oversee it to make sure it is 
running properly,” he said. 
“Where the revenue goes 
after that, I assume is going 
to be subject of negotiation, 
much as it was with the casi- 
nos and [with] the casinos it 
goes to all kinds of different 
buckets.” 

One of the issues that 
has delayed the approval of 
sports betting in the state is 
how to handle gambling on 
college sports, Keenan said. 

“T think how to approach 
college sports has been a 
hang up,” he stated. “That is 
still unknown how it is go- 
ing to work out, but college 
sports has been one of the 
issues.” 

Approximately half the 
states with legalized sports 
betting do not allow gam- 
bling on in-state colleges, 
including Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, New York and 
Rhode Island. 

Keenan said he would 
like to see certain safeguards 
in place to protect bettors as 
part of the legislation. 

“One of the things we are 
looking at is how to put some 
safeguards in place in terms 
of how much can people 
bet,” he said. “I don’t know 
whether the other states do 
anything like this, but there 
is always a discussion about 
whether you just allow debit 
card use and cash only or 
would you fund some sort of 
account that you then utilize 
for gambling. 

“IT would not want to see 
credit cards being able to 
be used for online betting. 
Then there is no limit, es- 
sentially, for what people 
can bet and it creates some 
personal financial issues for 
people. 

“I don’t know how that 
will work out either. I don’t 
know whether the House 
bill addresses that.”

with those provisions and I 
voted for it again,” Keenan 
said. 

“I’ve talked pretty fre- 
quently with Quincy City 
Clerk Nicole Crispo on all 
kinds of things related to 
elections and have talked 
to the clerks either in the 
spring elections at the poll- 
ing places or the elections 
last fall asking them how it 
was. I was down in Abing- 
ton on Election Day and 
saw what they were doing. 
If they have the resources, 
they feel confident that they 
can do what is required by 
statute. They got through it 
last time without any real is- 
sues and the election seemed 
to go well, the integrity of 
the election held, so this will 
keep that in place for the 
fall and then look at what is 
next.” 

The mail-in option, 
which would be available 
for a potential preliminary 
municipal election in Sep- 
tember and the final election 
in November, would operate 
the same as it did last year, 
meaning voters would have 
to request a mail-in ballot 
before they receive one. 

“It should run just like 
it did last year, and that 
worked well,” Keenan said.

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“People sent their request in 
for a ballot, they got their 
ballot in the mail, they had 
enough time to then com- 
plete it and send it back. 

“There is always the op- 
tion, even if you get it in 
the mail, that you can de- 
cide to vote in-person if you 
haven’t returned it.” 

Keenan credited Crispo 
and the election officials 
in the other communities 
he represents — Abington, 
Braintree, Holbrook and 
Rockland — for their work 
last year when the state first 
allowed mail-in voting. 

“I would say thank you to 
the clerks in Quincy and the 
towns,” he said. “Last year, 
it was difficult. They had to 
put it together quickly and 
they did a great job with it 
and people really appreci- 
ated it. It wasn’t just seniors 
that appreciated it — I think 
across the board people ap- 
preciated the flexibility.” 

State funds will be avail- 
able to communities to help 
pay for the mail-in and early 
voting options, Keenan said. 

“Yes, they have in the 


past and we had worked 
previously to get some 


money for local communi- 
ties in my district. There 
will be funds available,” he 
responded when asked if the 
state would provide funding 
to municipalities. 

“What we ended up hear- 
ing from municipalities 
after the last time was that 
it wasn’t a huge financial 
strain on them. Once they 
kind of got things organized 
and went through it, they 
adjusted pretty well. 


“But there is a cost. You 
have a police detail cost, for 
instance, for a longer period 
of time, you do have people 
working a greater number of 
hours during that period of 
time when it is early voting, 
but it seemed to work quite 
well.” 

Keenan said that offering 
mail-in and early voting op- 
tions to residents makes it 
easier for them to cast bal- 
lots in elections. 

“I can say, as a candidate 
for many years, when you 
have voting on one day it 
is difficult for some people 
to vote on that one day.” he 
said. 

“I know a lot of people 
will say, ‘well, you will find 
a way if you are really inter- 
ested in voting,’ but people 
have childcare issues. They 
have work both 
spouses might be working. 
There are so many demands 
on people for their time and 
their work schedule some- 
times, and traffic, make it 


issues — 


very difficult for people to 
vote. 

“We accommodated them 
through COVID and found 
out people really appreci- 
ated having that flexibility. 
You don’t know - whether 
that flexibility accounted 
for the increased turnout or 
whether the candidates on 
the ballot accounted for that 
increased turnout, but ev- 
erything I heard back from 
people is that they really ap- 
preciated the flexibility.” 

Keenan said he was not 
concerned about voting 
fraud because of how rare it 
is. The mail-in voting pro- 


cess, he explained, is the 
same one used for absentee 
balloting. 

“Tt is no different from 
what the process was for ab- 
sentee ballots. You get to do 
an absentee ballot without 
having to meet the require- 
ments for having to get an 
absentee ballot — that you 
are going to be out of state 
or in the hospital or some- 
thing else like that.” Keenan 
said. 

“Over the years in Quin- 
cy. 'm not aware of there 
ever being an issue with 
ballots and this 
just makes it more readily 
available to people. I don’t 
have any concerns that are 


absentee 


any greater than what I had 
under the old system. You 
just have to be vigilant. you 
have to have a good system 
in place, and Quincy and 
the communities I represent 
have always been vigilant 
and they have always had a 
good system in place. 
“You hear all 
things about, ‘people go out 
and they take ballots out of 
mailboxes.” People still say, 


these 


‘all these ballots were just 
mailed to people without 
them asking.” That is just 
not how it worked. Even 
if it was, the bottom line is 
your name is on a voting list 
and there is a ballot and if 
the ballot is cast, the name is 
checked on the voting list. If 
I went in with 15 extra bal- 
lots, they are not going to 
count me for 15 ballots. 

“It is one to one — one 
person, one vote — and the 
system is designed to ensure 
that is what happens.”

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ter of 2020. This is a strong 
growth from last year,” 
O’Donnell said. 

For the first half of 2021, 
the number of land docu- 
ments recorded, (such as 
deeds, mortgages, Home- 


steads, mortgage discharg- 
es, etc.) was 103,023,a 37% 
gain from the previous year. 

“This robust figure tells 
us there is a healthy real 
estate market,” O’Donnell 
said. “I also greatly ap- 
preciate the efforts of the 
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dedicated Registry of Deeds 
staff to process this docu- 
ment volume.” 

O’Donnell also noted 
there were 26,042 mortgag- 
es recorded at the Registry 
during the first half of the 
calendar year 2021 com- 
pared to 19,019 for the same 
time period in 2020. This is 
a 37% increase in the first 


half of 2021 over the same 
period in 2020. Total mort- 
gage borrowing was $12.3 
billion for the first half of 
the year compared to $8.9 
billion during the first half 
of 2020. 

“With the reduction in in- 
terest rates, consumers seem 
to be more comfortable bor- 
rowing money,” O’Donnell 
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said. 

Norfolk County home- 
owners continued to benefit 
from the Homestead Act, 
according to O’Donnell. A 
total of 6,425 Homesteads 
were recorded during the 
first half of the calendar 
year, a 29% increase year 
over year. 

“The Homestead law 
provides limited protection 
against the forced sale of an 
individual’s primary resi- 
dence to satisfy unsecured 
debt up to $500,000. I urge 


Norfolk County residents 
to consider this important 
consumer protection tool,” 
O’Donnell said. 

The register’s report 
also showed foreclosure 
activity in Norfolk County 
continued to show signs of 
improvement. A total of 22 
foreclosure deeds were re- 
corded versus 69 filed dur- 
ing the first half of 2020. In 
addition, there was a signifi- 
cant 59% drop in the num- 
ber of Notice to Foreclose

Massachusetts lawmak- 
ers are concerned about a 
more contagious variant of 
the coronavirus that causes 
COVID-19, Sen. John 
Keenan said in a recent in- 
terview, and state officials 


will likely increase to efforts 


vaccinate residents against 
the virus. 

There has been no dis- 
cussion about making the 
vaccine mandatory or is- 
suing vaccine passports, 
Keenan added. 

The new variant, known 
as the delta variant, emerged 
in India and is responsible 
for more than 80 percent of 
sequenced new COVID-19 
infections in the United 
States, the director of the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said recent- 
ly. The CDC has identified 
it as one of three variants of 
concem circulating in the 
country. 

Keenan, a Quincy Dem- 
ocrat, was asked about the 
variant during a recent inter- 
view. He said lawmakers are 
concerned about the variant 
and want to make sure the 
state would be able to ad- 
dress it. 

“There has been little 
discussion about it on Bea- 
con Hill, but there is some 
concern and it showed itself 
yesterday,” Keenan said. 

Keenan was_ referring 
to a July 20 hearing of the 
Joint Committee on Ways 
and Means where Sen. Mi- 
chael Rodrigues, the Senate 
chairperson of the commit-

tee, questioned Gov. Charlie 
Baker about his decision 
to allocate $186 million in 
American Rescue Plan Act 
money towards health and 
human services’ workforce 
development, fiscally dis- 
tressed hospitals, acute-care 
psychiatric facilities and 
workforce training. 

“Sen. Rodrigues...chal- 
lenged the governor on how 
he has spent some of that 
$200 million, or how he is 
proposing to spend some of 
that $200 million, and want- 
ed to convey to the gover- 
nor that that money was put 
aside, and I can’t remember 
the phrase he used, but some 
metaphor for a break-the- 
glass emergency,” Keenan 
said. “That money was there 
for truly an emergency situ- 
ation as it relates to COVID 
and variants, and given what 
we are hearing about delta 
the legislature is particularly 
concerned that that money 
be available in case we have 
to respond. 

“They asked the gov- 
emor if the variant should 
have a greater impact than it 
has now, are we in a position 
where we will have proper 
PPE and the governor said 
he cannot imagine a situa- 
tion where we would not, 
so the state has done a lot of 
that stockpiling of inventory 
of PPE. 

“{Baker] feels confident 
that is in place, but the legis- 
lature, based on the inquiry 
of the governor and how he 
spent the money, displayed 
they are concerned about the 
delta variant — not to the ex- 
tent that there has been any 
discussion about mandatory 


vaccinations, mandatory 
mask wearing or anything 
of that sort.” 

With the spread of the 
new variant on the rise, 
Keenan said he expects the 
state will redouble its efforts 
to get people vaccinated. 

“The big push is to get 
people vaccinated. Massa- 
chusetts has done a good job 
of it,” he said. “There are 
still some people who are 
hesitant to get vaccinated 
and [| think there will be a 
renewed push, particularly 
with the new variant now, to 
get vaccinated. 

“We have had over 5,000 
cases of breakthrough infec- 
tions [in fully vaccinated in- 
dividuals] and in most cases 
people are asymptomatic... 
or minor symptoms, but 
there are cases where there 
is a breakthrough infection 
and so it becomes all that 
much more critical for peo- 
ple to get vaccinated. The 
more people that get vac- 
cinated, the less spread of 
the virus and the less chance 
there will be breakthrough 
infections and less chance 
that people will end up in 
the hospital in intensive care 
like they might otherwise be 
if they are not vaccinated.” 

Massachusetts oper- 
ated ‘several mass vaccina- 
tion sites — such as Gillette 
Stadium, Fenway Park, the 
Hynes Convention Center 
and the Reggie Lewis Cen- 
ter — earlier this year. The 
last of those sites, a former 
Circuit City in Dartmouth, 
closed earlier this month. 

Keenan said there has 
been no discussion about 
reopening the mass vaccina-

tion sites. Instead, the focus 
will be on trying to get to 
people where they are at. 
“If they are at some sort 
of a big community event, 
have people there that are 
ready to vaccinate if some- 
body says, ‘OK, it is here, 
I am here, I will get vacci- 
nated,” he said.

Quilter Or Imposter?

Dear Readers, I thought 
you might like this silly 
reflection piece this week.

When people ask me 
what I do for a living, I say 
that I am an interior decora- 
tor and quilt artist. 

You see, I’ve been sew- 
ing since I was a kid and 
discovered the joy of quilt- 
ing some 40 years ago. 
These days I have more 
time to pursue my _ pas- 
sion and I’m loving every 
minute of it. In fact, I now 
belong to four quilt guilds 
from Abington to Arlington, 
give quilt lectures and trunk 
shows across New England, 
sell custom quilts (both tra- 
ditional and art pieces), and 
am honored to receive the 
occasional invitation for a 
one-woman quilt show to 
display my work. 

But am I really a quil- 
ter? During my turn at 
show ‘n tell at a guild meet- 
ing recently, one wise elder 
“schooled” me on the prop- 
er definition of a quilt. “You 
know, a quilt is three layers 
stitched together.” This was 
not news to me, and she is 
absolutely correct.

-- Instead of sewing bed 
quilts, I prefer to make wall 
hangings so I can change 
them often — remember, | 
am an interior decorator!

A 26-year-old Quincy 
man is facing charges after 
allegedly fleeing the scene 
of a multiple-vehicle crash 
in Wollaston early Sunday 
morning.

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AAA: ‘Miles-to-Empty’ Warning Fuels When Drivers Decide To Fill Up 


If you run your car on 
fumes ‘before gassing up, 
you might want to re-think 
your driving habits. 

Your vehicle’s fuel-econ- 
omy display, which tells you 
the number of miles you can 
go before running out of 
gas, might not be as accu- 
rate as you think, says AAA. 

AAA research reports 
“Miles-to-Empty” warning 
system estimates vary sig- 
nificantly among vehicles. 
But more important, those 
estimates depend upon in- 
dividual driving habits such 
as speed, acceleration, and 
driving distance. 

“Most drivers want to 
squeeze every drop of gas 
from their tank, especially 
when prices rise,” said Mary 
Maguire, AAA Northeast 
Director of Public and Gov- 
ernment Affairs. “But by 
over-relying on these in-car 
displays, you might be tak- 
ing unnecessary risks.” 

Filling up when your tank 


is nearing empty can tax 
your fuel pump and cause 
other mechanical problems, 
said Maguire. 

In fact, nearly 75% of 
drivers use their “Miles-to- 
Empty” display to tell them 
when they need to fill up, an 
action AAA doesn’t recom- 
mend, a previous AAA con- 
sumer survey reported. 

With the Automobile 
Club of Southern Califor- 
nia’s Automotive Research 
Center, AAA tested several 
vehicles in simulated driv- 
ing scenarios to determine 
the accuracy of fuel-econo- 
my systems and “Miles-to- 
Empty” warning systems. 

Here’s what was found: 

* Real-world fuel-econ- 
omy displays showed low 
error margins compared to 
simulated tests. However, 
errors varied significantly 
from vehicle to vehicle, de- 
pending upon speed, accel- 
eration, driving conditions, 
driving style and distance. 


° The accuracy of 
the ‘““Miles-to-Empty” tests 
also varied among different 
driving scenarios, such as 
highway driving, city driv- 
ing and idling. 

Both vehicle systems 
are important tools in un- 
derstanding how different 
driving styles affect fuel 
efficiency, said Ms. Ma- 
guire. “These systems can 
give drivers clearer pictures 
on ways specific driving 
habits influence their fuel 
economy,” she added. “But 
relying on them solely to de- 
termine when to fill up can 
very well lead to internal 
engine damage.” 

To maximize fuel effi- 
ciency, AAA recommends 
drivers: 

¢ Maintain at least a quar- 
ter tank of gas to prevent fuel 
pump damage that can occur 
when a gas tank is regularly 
run down to empty. 

* Reset the vehicle’s trip 
mileage systems after each

Terrestrial Globe — Home 
schooling and extra time spent 
with family because of corona- 
virus health rules has created a 
demand for maps, globes and 
more information about other 
countries. It is not difficult to 
figure out the probable age of a 
globe. The older the globe, the 
higher the price might be. The 
first terrestrial globe known to 
historians was probably made 
in 1492, a globe showing what 
the land mass looked like on a 
sphere. It was created in Ger- 
many. 

A terrestrial globe you might 
buy today at a flea market or 
house sale is probably less than 
100 years old. Look for the 
name of the manufacturer. You 
can research when the company 
made globes. Early makers are 
listed online and in school- 
books. You can note the coun- 
try names on a globe and make 
a list to guide your search for 
a date. There have been many 
name changes and they overlap 
in time, so a list helps. Russia 
became the Soviet Union in 
1922. There is a song that re- 
minds us, “Now it’s Istanbul 
not Constantinople,” dating 
the change in 1930. And Per- 
sia became Iran in 1935. Siam 
changed its name to Thailand 
in 1939. There have been many 
more changes, but these should 
help spot a globe made before 
the 1930s. Israel was created in 
1948. The Gold Coast became 
Ghana in 1957. Ceylon became 
Sri Lanka in 1972. Czechoslo- 
vakia split into two countries in 
1993 and a new map or globe 
now calls them the Czech Re- 
public and Slovakia. 

The first celestial globes show- 
ing the positions of stars were 
created in the second century, 
and they are also made today. 
Probably the most expensive

new globe available is one 
sold by Hammacher Sch- 
lemmer for $14,000. A new 
school globe can sell for as 
little as $70.

A safety play is an effort by declarer 
to overcome a potentially unfavorable 
distribution of the defenders’ cards. 
There are so many different kinds of 
safety plays that it is better to try to 
understand the principle behind them 
than to rely exclusively on memory or 
past experience. 

Take this case where West leads the 
queen of clubs against three notrump, 


and East plays the king. South has no 
choice but to take this trick with the 
ace because he can't run the risk of 
East shifting to a heart. This brings 
him to the critical play at trick two. 

If declarer makes the mistake of 
playing the king of diamonds at this 
point, expecting to score five dia- 
mond tricks, he goes down. As it 
happens, East has all four missing 
diamonds and now has a stopper in 
the suit. South still has a chance to 
make the contract if East has the ace 
of hearts, but, as the cards lie, the best 
he can do is finish with eight tricks. 

Before doing anything at trick two, 
declarer shoul@first ask himself: “What 
can defeat me?” It shouldn't take him 
long to realize that the only threat to 
the contract is a 4-0 diamond division. 
His next step is to look for a way to deal 
with that division if it exists. 

Declarer notes that he cannot over- 
come the J-10-8-5 of diamonds in the 
West hand regardless of how he broach- 
es the suit, but that he can overcome four 
diamonds in East’s hand. Accordingly, 
he leads the three of diamonds to the 
ace at trick two, exposing the 4-0 break. 
He then returns a diamond toward his 
hand. No matter how East chooses to 
defend, his diamonds are neutralized, 
and South makes the contract.

Riddle answer: 


Does Oatmeal 
Contain Roundup 


Herbicide? 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Ex- 
perts advised us to “throw out 
sugar-laden cereals” and eat 
a healthy breakfast, such as 
oatmeal. Now we are told that 
oatmeal contains a significant 
amount of glyphosate, which 
they say is an ingredient in 
Roundup! Are we poisoning 
our children?.--A.D. 

ANSWER: here have been 
traces of glyphosate (an herbi- 
cide) found in oatmeal and other 
cereals. However, as always, the 
dose makes the poison. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency has set a level of 30 
parts per million, below which 
the exposure is considered safe. 
A 2018 study by the Environ- 
mental Working Group found 
levels of glyphosate in oatmeal 
breakfast cereals to be between 
0.5 and 1 parts per million. It 
is unlikely that consumption of 
these cereals causes any signifi- 
cant health risks. Nobody likes 
the idea of eating an herbicide, 
but these are very low amounts, 
and some experts have ques- 
tioned the specificity of the de- 
tection method used. 

The same EWG report found 
that organic cereals had less, 
but often still some, glyphosate 
in them. Although the levels in 
both conventional and organic 
cereals were safe, glyphosate 
itself is found at generally low- 
er levels in organic products. 
Unfortunately, there have not 
been good studies on residual 
amounts of organic pesticides 
(some of which are substantially 
more toxic than glyphosate) that 
might be found in organically 
grown food. 

I agree with reducing the 
simple sugars found in many ce- 
reals, especially those marketed 
to children. However, I recom- 
mend more protein for breakfast 
than is found in oatmeal. You 
can add more with nuts, egg 
whites or seeds. | 


How do babies swim? . 
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DEAR DR. ROACH: I was 
diagnosed with high LDL 
cholesterol 20 years ago. I 
have been taking higher statin 
doses and now take Crestor 
20 mg. Due to muscle pain, 
my cardiologist prescribed 
Praluent injections of 75 mg 
every two weeks to lower my 
LDL to below 77. I am 74 
and have two heart stents in 
my right coronary artery, but 
have never had a heart attack. 

Praluent is a monoclonal 
antibody, and the literature 
states that it can lower your 
immunity. I also have low- 
grade (Gleason 3+3) prostate 
cancer that has been stable 
since diagnosed in 2012. Is 
there a risk that Praluent 
could cause my prostate can- 
cer to advance??-- J.E. 

ANSWER: Although taking 
a statin (such as the Crestor you 
were taking to reduce cholester- 
ol) was once thought to increase 
cancer risk, multiple studies 
have since found no convincing 
evidence that this is the case. 

Praluent (alirocumab) is in a 
new class of drugs, called the 
PCSK-9 inhibitors. They have 
not been used for very long, but 
I found no evidence that these 
drugs increase cancer risk ei- 
ther. There was some concern 
that the increase in bile acids 
seen in people treated with these 
drugs might predispose them to 
colon cancer, but initial studies 
have not shown any problems 
so far with either Praluent or 
evolocumab (Repatha). 

I believe that for you, heart 
disease is a larger risk to your 
life than your prostate cancer. 
Since you can’t tolerate a statin, 
a PCSK-9 inhibitor is more 
likely to prolong your life by 
reducing heart disease risk than 
it is to shorten your life by in- 
creasing prostate cancer risk. 
There is no evidence that it does 
so.
